As most Dixohites enjoyed their second straight day of 


rain, residents of the northwest section of town were incon- 
venienced when rain ladened tree limbs caused power fail- 
ures early this morning. 


Public service company officials 


reported today that weighted tree 
limbs laying across power lines in 
the northwest section of Dixon 
caused a few power failures about 
6 a.m. today and additional fail- 
ures came as the company at- 
tempted to switch power to the 
shorted circuits. 


The net result was that some 


Dixon resident! were without power 
for from five minutes to three 
hours. Officials from the office of 
C. H. Smith, department supervi- 
sor, reported at 10 a.m. that all 
service is back even though all re- 
pairs have not yet been completed. 


Total Damage 


The sum total of damage to the 


Public Service company was two 
faults in the feeder system and one 
fault in the tower. 


The damage was caused by an 


0.52 inch rainfall to 7 a.m. today 
on top of a l.il inch fall yesterday.

that broiled Dixon through Friday. 
In spite of yesterday's rain, the 
mercury zoomed to another plus

Handicapped Girl to Help Others After 
Therapy Training at Dixon State School 


Pretty, blonde 20-year-old Shirley' 


Ann Brown, Peoria, handicapped 
by poor vision because of a child- 
hood injury, began training at the 
Dixon State School Friday to be- 
come an occupational therapist. 


Shirley smilingly told a reporter, 


that although she, too, is handi- 
capped, it is her earnest desire to 
be of service to other less fortu- 
nate. 


She is the first trainee under a 


program set up by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Welfare in co- 
operation with the State Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation. It is 
designed to enable handicapped 
people to become actively, self- 
employed and, according to Ed- 
ward T. McGrath, educational dir- 
ector at the Dixon State School, it 
opens an avenue for state institu- 
tions to acquire trained help so urg- 
ently needed. However, trainees, 
like Miss Brown, are not com- 
mitted to remain in state employe. 


12-Month Course 


Shirley will receive approximate- 


ly SiOO a month for the 12-month 
course, at the end of which her 
progress will be evaluated and she 
will either be employed at the Dix- 
on State School as an occupational 
therapy aide or she will b« given 
additional training in the field for 
six more months. 


Shiriey has had poor vision since 


she was five years old when an 
unfortunate 
pocketknife incident 


damaged her right eye. Her left 
eye was already weakened. 


Despite her handicap, Shirley 


completed her high school trmining 
at the Jacksonville School for the 
Blind in 1952, and later qualified 
as an X-ray darkroom technician.

Take The Simmer Out of Summer 


Planning Helps Banish the Kitchen** Boiler Room Atmosphere

What's harder to find than m cool 


kftcixn wta«n the "dog days" push 
th* thermometer up and the rich 
harrevt is ripe for preserving? The 
•team rites from cooker, blancher 
and my brow in simmering; clouds. 
W!M you agree that it's' too hot to 
dairy at the stove? So will I. But a 
family that eats like a harvest 
emr im hard to convince. 


And fresh fruits and vegetables, 


canned or frozen now, will taste 
vee* sp*e$al next winter H-hen the 
summer heat is just a memory. 


To keep from dissolving in the 


meantime may call for a change 
in routine, at least, and perhaps 
for a long-range plan to make the 
kitchen a more comfortable place 
to work. 


for example, to avoid using the 


stove any more than necessary. I 
put ever plug-in cooking appliance 
to work. You can centralize your 
cooking wifti these portable appli- 
ances to reduce the buildup of heat 
in a small room. I also put the 
pressure cooker through its paces; 
speedy cooking turns out hot food 
in short order. 


Baking very early in the morning 


may mean getting ingredients set 
the night before, but I've found it 
pays off in a cooler kitchen at mid- 
day. And don't forget to make full 
use of the oven when you do have 
to turn it on. It jwon't add to the 
heat to bake two casseroles and a 
pie simultaneously and you'll have 
two dinners cooked instead of one. 


A long-range plan probably will 


provide for a ventilating fan if you 
don't have one. A good fan does 


i«lp make a cleaner, cooler kit- 
chen, winter or summer. 


Another appliance that is being 


used with success in some kitchens 
is the air conditioner. If your kit- 
chen or kitchen-dining room can 
be closed off from the reot of the 
house you can expect real benefits 
from a window air 
conditioner, 


say the experts. 


I talked at some length with air 


conditioning experts of one large 
company (RCA). They pointed out 
that the heat and humidity in a 
kitchen are not apt to be worse 
than they are in such tough weath- 
er spots as Ceylon, Bagdad, or 
Singapore, where similar condition- 
ers are in use. 


A half-ton unit which is designed 


to cool about 325 square feet is ade- 
quate for average kitchens. In ad- 
dition _to its cooling action an air 
conditioner tends to dehumidify the 
air. which is a help in a steaming 
kitchen at any season. Many air 
conditioners have automatic ther- 
mostats to govern their running 
time. 


Even when you're cooking on all 


burners, an air conditioner will 
lower the temperature, say the ex- 
perts, although perhaps not as de- 
cisively as when the stove is turned 
off. 
Because the appliance will 


cut down on food odors as well as 
dehumidify and filter the air, most 
experts advise leaving it installed 
year around. 


Space is at a premium in most 


kitchens, so units that can be 
mounted flush with the window 
are an advantage. For eye-appeal 
there are those with pastel-tinted 
frames which can be changed to 
suit decor.

which any work is done.

Fix-It-Forum 


Q—Our house h»3 been white- 


washed and we wish to paint. How 
should the surface be prepared for 
painting? 
—Mrs. H. M. 


A—Removal of all traces of the 


whitewash will be necessary. Ordi- 
narily, this can be accomplished 
by scrubbing the surface with a 
stiff brush and warm water. Be 
sure to change the water frequent- 
ly, to avoid leaving powdery de- 
posit* that will impair the holding 
power of paint. 


New Water Heater? 
Here's Some Rules 
For Installation 


Install a water heater in the 


righ place and it will give better 
service, says a school operated by 
a leading manufacturer. 


The institute's engineers give 


this advice. 


1. A gas water heater requires 


a grille or louver opening of one 
square inch for each 1.000 Bin's 
of heat input. The Btu input rat- 
ing is marked on the nameplate 
of the heater. 


2. Put the heater in a central 


location, near a ?ood flue. 


3. Make sure the heat«r is level 


and sits sohdlv on the floor.

Finally, the 
family one day wakes up to the 
fact that one of the most-used 
rooms in the home is also one of 
the poorest equipped and deco- 
rated. 


When and if that day comes in

1. Ask a plumber to check1 the 


plumbing thoroughly. 
Otherwise, 


you may have to do expensive rip- 
ping-out and repairing in a few 
years to get at some trouble spot 
in the walls, or beneath the floor. 


2. Remodel while present walls 


are stall in sound condition, espe- 
ciall}' if you wish to install the 
popular ceramic tile wainscots. 
This method will save you up to 20 
per cent in installation costs, if 
existing walls do not need to be 
torn out and rebuilt. 


3. Limit bathroom colors to one 


or two. More will make the room 
seem "busy."

snug houses. Our homes, that is, 
are tightly constructed. 


One way to look at it is that 


this has many advantages over the 
days when few houses were insu- 
lated and most were drafty.

Of course 
tlie heating bills were high but no- 
body had heard of "vapor barriers" 


l they didn't worry about dam- 


age from "moisture condensation" 
vithin the walls. 


That's all changed nowadays.

better install a vapor barrier." or 


They need to ventilate that wall." 


or "That didn't used to happen in 
the good old day.' " 


One such product of this purpose 


.vas introduced by an East Coast 
manufacturer about eight years 


o. It was a midget louver de- 


signed for easy installation in side- 
walls, soffits, eaves and gables, in 
order to ventilate these dead-air 
spaces. 


The tiny louvers are round and 
ome in one to six-inch sizes. They 


are installed in holes drilled in 
\\ood 
with 
an 
electric 
drill 


equipped with a hole saw. whose 
diameter corresponds in size with 
.the diameter of the louver shank. 


The louvers have built-in screens 


Uial keep out insects, and are 
available with or without ram de- 
flectors. Deflectorless louvers are 
installed in areas where there is 
no danger of lam blowing in. 


Generally the tiny ventilators are 


placed in siclewalls to correct a 
moisture condition that has caused 
paint to blister. To accomplish this, 
two two-inch louvers are usually in- 
stalled m each space between wall 
studs — one at the top of the space, 
another at the bottom. 


Louvers installed at regular in- 


tervals along eaves and soffits help 
ventilate the air space between 
ceiling and roof. In summer this 
helps prevent the build-up of heat 
and moisture in attics. Moisture of 


ourse can ruin some types of in- 
ulation. In winter the louvers help 
qualize the temperature between 
he roof and the overhang of eaves 
r soffits, thus eliminating heat 
sockets that cause snow to melt on 
the roof. In the absence of ventila- 
ion, heat from the attic melts the 
now, water runs down to the over- 
ang or gutters and freezes again, 
'his causes "ice dams" which in 
urn cause water to back up under 
hingles, damaging ceilings, side- 
vails and insulation.

The Doctor Says 


Cause of Hives, Treatment 
Are Mystery for Doctors 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Each year & considerable num- 


ber of correspondents ask for a 
discussion about the strange condi- 
tion Jcnown as hives or urticaria. 
Thia is generally considered to be 
a form of allergy though it is cer- 
tainly not related to the seasons as 
is hay fever, another well known 
allergic disorder. 


An outbreak of hives usually 


comes out of the blue, appearing 
on the skin with intense itching -^ic! 
reddish swollen spots of various 
sizes. The itching generally in- 
volves not only the raised spots but 
the enure skin. 


Quite often the condition disap- 


pears almost as fast as ;t came on 
and sometimes lasts oniy a few 
hours. One of my children had an 
attack of this sort and I never did 
know what caused it. 


IN 
MANY 
CASES, 
however, 


hives goes on for days or weeks 
and even sometimes turns into a 
chronic condition which does not 
disappear for months or years. 
This, of course, is the more trouble- 
some variety. 


Hives may follow the eating of 


some food to which a person is sen- 
sitive. It can also develop after 
drug or serum has been given, aft- 
er infection, exposure to heat, furs, 
insect bites and many other things. 
In other words, it is not a. single 
disease but is a peculiar reaction 
in a sensitive person. 


Urticaria differs from many oth- 


er kinds of allergy in that a sensi- 
tive person does not always show 
a skin reaction when the offending 
substance is placed in contact with 
Ihp skin. Often this failure of the 
skin to respond ta type of testing 
used in many allergies; makes 


diagnosis of the cause of hives par- 
ucularly difficult. 


FURTHERMORE, no one knows 


why red spots should appear on the 
skin as a sign of sensitiveness. It 
does not seem to swve any useful 
purpose:

A board with ft long nail driven through it can be a time saver in 


canning corn. For cutting the kernels off easily, put the cob on the 
nail and turn it as you cut. The corn stays in one placejind can be cut 
off more quickly. Corn left on the ebb takes up more"freezer space. 
If it is left on the cob. the ear should be thawed before cooking, other- 
wise the kernels may be cooked while the cob is still frozen. 


Vegetables must be blanched before freezing. 


Unblanched vegetables lose their flavor. Corn may 
have a spoiled flavor while other vegetables may 
have a "hay-like" flavor. 


Blanching is necessary to retain nutritive value, 


especially Vitamin C. Almost 100% of Vitamin C is 
lost if you do fail to blanch. It also gives the vege- 
tables the desirable color such as bright green and 
prevents darkening of other vegetables such as beets 
and spinach. 


For Peaches 
June Pilgriih 


Darkening of peaches in canning and freezing can be prevented by 


using ^i teaspoon ascorbic acid to one quart of cold syrup. Either tab- 
lets or crystals can be obtained at the drugstore. Lemon juice can be 
used, too, and is as effective as ascorbic acid. Do not add the ascorbic 
acid until just before using the cold syrup. A 40% sugar syrup is good 
for peaches in which three cups of sugar to four cups of water is used. 
A 50 to 60% syrup can also be used. Peaches packed in syrup have a 
better flavor than in a. water pack.

A lingering death from cancer 


claimed the life of Suzan Ball at 21. 


A sudden heart attack proved 


fatal to 41-year-old Carmen Miran- 
da.Miss Ball, a striking, dark-haired 
dark-eyed actress, had suffered 
from the disease which caused her 
death since 1953, when she slipped 
and injured her knee in a. dance 
rehearsal. 


Resumed Career 


Her right leg was later ampu- 


tated, and valiant Suzan went on 
to marriage and a resumption of 
her screen career before the malig- 
nancy returned—this time in her 
lungs. 


She died Friday at her home in 


Beverly Hills. 


Miss Miranda also died in a Bev- 


erly Hills home—but after a stren- 
uous day spent singing and dancing 
with the" dazzling energy which won 
her fame as the "Brazilian Bomb- 
shell." 


One Unaware 


Miss Ball's husband, actor Rich- 


ard Long, had been told by doctors 
that death was near. But Miss Mi- 
randa's husband, producer David 
Sebastian, had no idea that tragedy 
was close at hand. 


"I.never knew before that she 


had heart trouble," he said Fri- 
day. "But now that I look back, 
there were little things . . . " 


One of those "little tilings" hap- 


pened the night before her death, 
when the tiny, fiery Latin was 
rushing through a comedy-musical 
sequence for a television film with 
Jimmy Durante. At.--one point ahe 
dropped to one knee, out of breath. 


"That'tokay Cmrmy," said Du-

After the film was completed in

Kept a Secret 


He kept the recurrence of her 


disease a secret from her until 
three months ago. July 5 she was 
admitted to City of Hope Medical 
Center, where she stayed until doc- 
tors said she could go home last 
week. 


Miss Miranda, bom in Portugal, 


got her.start in the entertainment 
world in Rio De Janeiro, Brazil, 
at 
17. Producer Lee Shubert 


brought her to this country, where 
her 
bare-midriff 
costumes and 


fruit salad headpieces—and a wild, 
hip-swinging samba—took her to 
stardom in films like "Down Ar- 
gentine Way" and "Copacabana." 
In recent years she had concen- 
trated mostly on television and 
nightclub work.

Sports l-Tempt Stubborn Fish With Ingenious Bait 


NEXT TIME you're out on a 


•fishing trip, .don't 'rely exclu- 
sively on conventional bait, if 
you're 
interested 
in bringing 


back some fish instead of just a 
fish story. 


Try using artificial bait like a 


handful of rubber bands when 
you want crappies, sunfish, blue- 
gills and 
such. 
Insert 
them 


through the eye of a short- 
shanked hook.,Trim off the ends, 
which will- give you a sort of 
double tassel. Then tie this to 
the shank of'the hook, just be- 
low the eye, using red silk 
'thread. 


Once the bands are in the wa- 


ter, they'll look to the fish like 
a bundleful of the most enticing 
sort of incorporated worm. At- 
tach an O-sized spinner to the 
leader above the bait, tf you 
feel that additional attraction, is 
needed- 


Bright -beads, made out 61 


stainless- steel and just about as 
big as BB shot, will frequently 
attract perch, bass and bluegills. 
String them on your line and 
hold them in place with a knot 


tied securely underneath each 
one. 
The first bead should be six 


inches or so above the bait. Then 
add- •'several'- others, about four 
inches .apart. 


A worm which a trout will 


have nothing to do with.ordinar- 
ily, will seem very appealing 
if you offer it like this: Hook 


it on; then push the hook through 
the edge of a leaf, making sure 
that this has a twig attached to 
it. This will float on the water 
as it moves down stream. 


Wait until it rides over a pool 


that - you suspect is populated 
with trout. Then jerk the hook 
free of the leaf with a deft mo- 


tion of your rod. This will cause 
the bait to drift slowly down 
into the depths in an innocent 
sort of natural manner. 


If you're angling for bass, tad- 


poles make good bait, and you 
can find them right there in the 
water. 


And if you want some large 


carp, ifs frequently possible to 
obtain such by rigging up your 
line just a. little differently than 
usual. Thread the sinker on. Tie 
a small metal ring to the end o 
it. This should be just largi 
enough to block th« eye of th< 
sinker. 


Then attach your hook to a 


separate piece of string, and se 
its other end to the ring. 


This simple little set up wil 


fool most carp into taking a bai 
that they'd otherwise spit out due 
to the resistance offered by. a 
conventially rigged sinker. For 
yours will float nicely and permit 
him'to nibble in a very-natural 
manner before there's any pull.

the hook will be well set and the 
fish will be easy to land.

CHICAGO W — Skillful piloting 
( 
was credited with saving the lives 
of 68 persons in a Notrhwest Air- 
lines plane accident late Friday. 


The pilot, Capt. George A. Stone 


of Minneapolis, landed his big four- 
engine Stratocruiser on Midway 
Airport's northwest runway and no- 
ticed suddenly his propellers would 
not reverse to help slow the speed. 
He worked the brakes frantically, 
but their power was insufficient to 
halt the big plane. 


"When I saw the rigid arrow 


markers, landing lights and gaso- 
line stations at the corner of the 
field," Stone told a reporter, "I* ap- 
plied full left rudder." 


Veers From Runway 


The big plane veered from the 


runway, drove through a steel wire 
fence which served to partially 
stop it and rolled into the middle 
of Central Avenue, narrowly miss- 
ing a car. 


The 62 passengers and crew of 


six were evacuated quickly, some 
through emergency chutes extend-

ing from the plane. There was no 
fire, but the props threw great 
chunks of the fence in all direc- 
tions, one piercing the left side of 
the plane just behind the cockpit. 


Copilot Ralph Gray of Minneapo- 


lis credited Stone's actions with 
averting a possible major tragedy. 


"He used up all the runway he 


could afford," Graves said, "and 
then turned us away from real 
trouble." 


Xear Crash Scene 


The plane, en route from Minne- 


apolis to Chicago, came to rest? 
less than 100 yards from the spot 
where a Braniff airliner crashed 
July 17, killing 22 persons. 


It was a nerve-wracking experi- 


ence for five persons in the car 
driven by G e o r g e Meyers of 
Youngstown, Ohio, which was nar- 
rowly missed by the plane's roll 
onto Central Avenue. Two women 
from his car were taken to a hos- 
pital and treated for shock. 


Meyers, a spot welder, was pale 


and shaken from the experience 
when he talked to a reporter. He 
said the huge plane bearing down 
on him through the high grass was 
frightening.
